MX Championship 





MA Pro Racing announced it will introduce a National Four-Stroke MX Series in 
1996. 4 


“There has been a interest in four-stroke motocross from some of our pro- 
moters, select OEMs, and from the aftermarket industry,” said Tom Mueller, executive 
director of AMA Pro Racing. “We will be monitoring the competitiveness and market- 
ing attraction of this new series, and will be gathering data to provide clear insight. 
Based on its success, four-stroke racing could be the future of AMA Open-class 
motocross.” 

AMA Pro Racing will join forces with Mike Young’s Sound of Thunder program on 
the West Coast to create an eight-round Western National Four-Stroke Championship. 
East Coast four-stroke rounds will run in conjunction with the six-race AMA Fall Clas- 
sic Motocross Series, and will be designated the Eastern National Four-Stroke Champi- 
onship. Machines will be restricted to a 650cc displacement limit, with a minimum 
weight of 235 pounds. 

“We've spent an ample amount of time researching this project, and the timing was 
right to start developing an AMA-sanctioned championship,” said Duke Finch, AMA 
Pro Racing Motocross Manger. “Many motocrossers from a decade or more ago are 
coming back into racing, and a large number of those racers prefer 4-strokes. That, 
along with a large diversity of bike. manufacturers and aftermarket products, should 
make the series grow. It looks to be a part of our future.” 

AMA Pro Racing will be creating and selling promotional packages for the series, 
effective immediately.

Eraldo Ferracci, coming off a disappointing sea- 
son with three veteran riders, looked at the data 
from the December Michelin tire tests and chose a 
pair of young lions to ride his fire-engine-red 
Ducatis in the 1996 AMA Superbike National Cham- 
pionship. 

Former Harley-Davidson TwinSports champion 
Shawn Higbee and former dirt tracker Larry Pegram 
(right) will lead the Ducati assault on the AMA 
Superbike title after the pair consistently turned in 
the fastest times during the Michelin tire test at Day- 
tona International Speedway. And, contrary to 
rumors, the pair did not pay for their rides and will 
be factory-supported riders. 

“I know it’s a longshot, but we've got to get these 
young guys a chance,” Ferracci said in a telephone 
interview from his race shop in Willow Grove, Pennsylvania, just before the new year. 

Ferracci gathered four riders - Higbee, Pegram, dirt tracker Matt Wait, and Aus 
tralian Damon Buckmaster - at the tire test to audition for the coveted rides (see relate 
story on page 6). There were a number of machines on hand, some ’95s and some ’96 
and he gave all of the riders an equal shot, sending them out in pairs and on simila 
tires. From the start it was apparent that Higbee and Pegram were the two fastest, ang 
that’s how they'd end the two and a half days of testing. Pegram was the fastest, a beg 
of 1:52.62, with Higbee a tick back at 1:52.78. 

“We sent everybody out on the same machines, the same tires, and we already 
knew who was going and who wasn’t going,” said Ferracci, who added they were o; 
the same compound tire that Raymond Roche raced on in 1993. “They (Pegram ang 
Higbee) were already two or three seconds faster than Wait and six or seven faster 
the guy from Australia.” Ferracci explained that when he put Buckmaster on one of thi 
faster machines he was still four or five seconds off the pace. 

“With the racing tire from last year they (Pegram and Higbee) both did 52s. For me 
that’s enough,” Ferracci said. 

Buckmaster, who looked uncomfortable and cautious for the first two days, hardly 
getting a knee down, improved to a 1:54.2 on the final day, not nearly enough to win a 
job. He was so confident he’d have the ride that he was telling people that his signing 
was just a formality. 

“It’s not a try-out. We've worked all the plans out,” he said on the second day of the 
test. The Australian, who'd finished fifth in the Australian 600cc Supersport series, was 
even looking for a place to live near Ferracci’s shop for the upcoming season. 

Wait was dismissed after the second day of the test, though he made a good show- 
ing for a rider of so little experience and none on a superbike. 

“Matt Wait, he’s got talent. At this point it’s a little bit too much,” Ferracci said of 
the leap he'd made from the H-D 883’s to the Ducati 955. “We saw on the telemetry 
that the guy is really fast. A kid his age has time toʻ learn.” Both Wait and Higbeg 
crashed the Ferracci bikes, Higbee calling it the “fastest high-side I’ve ever had.” 2

After ing up the Australian Superbike Champi- 
onship on a Winfield Honda in only his fourth full 
season of road racing, the diminutive 27-year-old 
Australian came to Daytona with a lot on his mind. 
He was switching from the RC45 to the new Suzuki 
GSXR750T, he was going from Dunlop to Michelin 
tires, and he was doing it on a track that intimidates 
first-timers. He'd been able to do some sorting out of 
the bike and tires during a shakedown test the previ- 
ous week at Homestead, just south of Miami, but this 

Q Florida track is a different beast entirely. After two 
days of testing he’d done a best lap of 1:52.60. 

1 “It was wild yesterday. I was starting to enjoy it 
toward the end yesterday. Early on it was a bit of a 
struggle. The hardest part is the speed and just tryi 

on the banking, trying to miss 





to get the confidence and being in the ri 
the bumps are. Once you figure out - well, I don’t have the banking quite right yet - but 
once you figure out where you've got to be, I think it’s just trying to figure out where 
you can get that little extra bit of time. 

“At Homestead I was riding around a lot, but I didn’t feel that comfortable on the 


machine. Then coming here, I had the confidence in my bike, I hadn't ridden on the 
Michelins before. I was learning three things at once. I ended the day all right. It’s a bit 
different riding position, it’s a bit shorter in the wheelbase. The actual physical size, 
since it’s an in-line four, is a bit wider across the tank than the Honda. It feels to me 
that the distance from the seat to the handlebars is a bit longer on this than it was on 
the Honda. Otherwise it feels really smooth, the engine's smooth and the gearbox 
works really good. I didn’t know how it was going to be when I first got on it. E was 
surprised at how smooth it was, because the Honda, when I first rode that, was really 
smooth and really responsive to the throttle, even when you shut it down, with the fuel 
injection. This thing is fairly similar. I think they’ve got some electronic controls on the 
carburetor and it works really well. 

“The bike's a little bit unstable at the moment. We're still playing around with the 
suspension. (It’s) sort of hard to hold the thing on the slopes going around sometimes. 
We ran the same tires, the same compound tires and construction yesterday, for most of 
the day just to learn the setup better. I couldn’t get much feel back through the bike to 
start with. It feels so slow, and you think you should be going heaps quicker through 
some of those turns. And you're just trying to wind it on on the way out and the next 
minute you're out of the seat. On the first day I was riding around with it vertical, I 
wasn’t even getting my knee on the ground there for a while. 

“Just after the World Superbikes at Phillip Island, we started talking with the Suzu- 
ki guys. Then when everyone sort of figured out what they were going to be riding,

For the fourth year in a row, the tall, bespectacled, 
redheaded New Englander was the top privateer 
in the country. Not only was his fifth place in the 
championship the best for a privateer, it was a bet- 
ter showing than any of the Ducati or Kawasaki 
factory riders. But it wasn’t without a struggle. 
Quarterley took | of his Ducati 916 on the 
day that practice began for the Daytona 200 and he 
struggled all week to get it right. Heading south in 
December was a hedge against that happening 
| again. His progress was stymied somewhat by a 
pair of brutal crashes, one in the chicane and one 

on the west banking. His best time was a 1:54.82. 
“When I came here last year, we had just taken 
delivery of it on Wednesday and we were just so 
out of control. Just nothing made sense when I was riding. I could hardly ride it. What 
we're trying to do is sort our way through that. We actually got through most of it 
today, even though the lap times don’t show it. I still have a headache from yesterday. 

“It broke a set of cases and oiled the tire down and just (caused) a major high: 
side. I made the left (in the chicane) but I was flying, trying to put in a good lap - I'd 
just done a 54 something and was just trying to make it go a 53 - when I whipped it 
right. In between the two it just locked up and you can see the black mark, between 
the left and the right. It starts there and the thing just went totally sideways and I 
didn’t have time to bail off. The thing just high-sided me and I did the 100-mph 
two-step and just went from that to just full smash on the side of my head. Just tore 
the whole side off the helmet. 

“Today I’ve got a headache, so I’m not really out there hammering. I’m trying to 
sort through the banking problems and getting it out of the infield and getting it out 
of the chicane. We're much quicker than we were when we started today off. When 
I started today, there’s no way I could possibly think about riding it one-handed on 
the banking. Now I can do it somewhat with no problem. 

“So I’ve got most of the problems sorted out now. What I just need to do is get it 
to go quicker lap times. The fastest I went last year was either a high three or a low 
four and that was killing myself to do it. I basically ran the race in the 55s, 56s. 1 
don’t think I ever went under a 55. Within like three laps this morning I was already 
going 55.0s. And I could do them without trying. Without really pushing the infield 
I could go 55.2, 4, .6, 8, lap after lap. If you were thinking of winning the 200, you 
need to be able to do a 51.0 to a 51.5, 51.8 all day long, and then whatever pit stops. 
If you want to be a top-10 guy, you need to go somewhere under like a 52.5 all day. 
So I’m thinking, for this time of year I need to be able to make it go 52.0s.” 


there were a few positions vacant, so it was a good opportunity for me. | had some 
offers back home. I had another offer to ride a Kawasaki in the All-Japan Champi- 
onship, but I wanted to go and do the World Championship.” 


John Reynolds | 
An Englishman on a British-based team, Reynolds 
joins the all-new Suzuki World Superbike team after 
finishing the World Sep a Championship in 10th 
lace in 1995 aboard the Reve Kawasaki. Reynolds 
ad raced at Daytona back in 1992, but except for 
teaching him which way the turns went, that trip 
didn’t provide him with a lot of useful knowledge 
for this year’s assault on the Daytona 200. For 1996 
he'd be going from the Kawasaki to the Suzuki, and 
from Dunl es he: Michelin. In testing, his best was a 
1:52.21, but he felt there was more in it. And he got 
the worse of an encounter with Promotor’s Mike 
Hale in turn one, running into Hale's seat and falling 
on the exit. 

— “Myself and Mike Hale got tangled up with each 
other. I think he was on a flyer and I wasn’t. He came around the outside of me in turn. 
one. I left room on the inside and he went out too wide. I heard the Ducati behind me 
and lifted up slightly. He must've been a bit wide. 

“Up until then it was excellent. We had just about sorted it out. I was going quicker 
than the first day here. We'll take it back and sort out the problems. Now we can stand 
back and sort out the problems. I know I can go faster, but there’s no sense going faster 
until it’s sorted out. 

“It’s still very hard to get dialed in. It’s so fast. It’s hard to get your head into it. I 
like it here. It’s quite exciting to ride quite a bit faster. The difference from 1992 to now 
is that I’m going faster pretty much everywhere. Basically, we're tying to get the bike 
set up. Going through the setup and suspension, it seems very strong straight out of 
the crate. It’s encouraging for Suzuki. 

“The Suzuki feels a lot smaller than the Kawasaki. It feels more like a GP bike. It 
feels good enough to go racing with right now. I knew it was going to be a good bike 
because Suzuki was working long and hard on it. Yes, I was pleasantly surprised at 
how well it goes. : 

“It's been a good two weeks with the bike and team. It’s an awesome package. I’m 
looking forward to going testing next month. 

“A month and a half ago a guy who worked for Reve Racing, my best mate, Ben 
Atkins, said basically that Kawasaki couldn’t give the commitment it would take to 
win the World Championship. He spoke with Suzuki. Basically, I told him I'd love the 
job, and I’m over the moon with it.” 
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program. (Michelin-shod bikes finished 
one-two-three in the 1995 World Super- 
bike Championship.) Michelin’s last win 
at Daytona came aboard the privateer 
bike of John Ashmead in 1989 and 
Herise was here, as he was last year 
when Michelin officially returned to 
Daytona, to help end that drought. He 
knows how to build a winning tire; 
more importantly, he knows what it 
takes to safely win. 


Briefly... 


Pit stops have been the downfall of the Ducati 
effort the past few years, so this year they've set 
out to rectify it. The team showed up with an air 
jack; made:in-house, for use during the Daytona 
200, along with a quick-change rear wheel that 
used a Formula One-type release button. In the 
+995 Daytona 200, the pit stops: for Ducati's Carl 
Fogarty, who finished second, took about 25 sec- 
onds. During practice at this test,. with Mike 
Hale aboard, they took about 16, an improve- 
ment, but not enough. At the 1995 Bol d'Or, the 
French: Suzuki team was changing both wheels 
and fueling up ‘in about nine seconds. "The boys 
still have to-work on that quite a bit,” Promotor 
Ducati's Troy Corser noted. “It wasn’t as. easy as 
what they thought jt was going to be. They've got 
the idea. All they've. got to:do is work at it. That's 
what they didn't do last year. They didn’t practice 
enough. At least it's happening now, here, not at. 
Daytona:like'it did'last year. We were standing like 
this at the race. ‘What tire. are we going to use, 
who's going to do this, who's:going to do that?” 








The experience may come in handy at the 
Suzuka 8-Hour some day. Because the

Chandler. Shenton and Russell will be testing in 
Jerez, Spain, the week before’ Daytona and will 
jet off to Shah Alam; Malaysia, immediately fol- 
lowing the-race, In all, Russell will have a month's 
worth of 500cc testing before the Daytona 200, 
Whether-he'll race in Lucky Strike Suzuki colors 
is- still undecided, though it appears likely, 
according to various team. members. Shenton 
said that if he didn't race-in Lucky colors, Russell 
would not race under the colors. of the Suzuki 
World Superbike team 


The Suzuki World Superbike’ team had their first 
outing on the. new GSXR750T during a test at the 
new Homestead circuit insouth Florida. Aus- 
tralian. Kirk McCarthy and Englishman John 
‘Reynolds took part, and Reynolds gave the new 
track a thumbs-up, despite the surface being 


_ dusty and. slippery. “We-found it quite hard for

“As always, we're concerned about 


safety more than anything else,” Herise 
said in English, with a thick French 
accent. “We cannot take too much risk 
to win.” 

The risk is in building a tire that 
will not come apart under the unique 
forces of Daytona’s banking. Both 
Corser and Hale chunked tires during 
the course of the test, but that’s all part 
of testing. A tire needs to last about 20 
laps, enough to make it between gas 
stops, and none made it that far. Part 
of that was attributable to rain early on 
the third day, when endurance testing 
was planned. The track wasn’t ready 
until late morning and was never com- 
pletely dry. And part of it was due to a 
lack of manpower. 

“I would have liked to have done a 
lot more laps than what I had since I 
came here,” Corser said during the sec- 
ond day of the test. “But just sort of get- 
ting the tires fitted and making sure 
they were all right. Unfortunately, I 
don’t think the guys have got all their 
equipment what they should have up 
there. We're wasting half a day. Yester- 
day, we sat till 12:30 until we got on the 
track.” 

“I never put that many laps on a 
tire,” Lucky Strike Suzuki's Scott Russell 
said. “Every tire I went out on... Yeah, 
they've got a 16.5 that works good. But 








it lasts two laps. If they want to use that 
tire they can go build one and make it 
work, whether they will or not, I don’t 
know. That would be the best thing they 
could do, I reckon.” 

In previous years, Russell had always 
been the voice of authority at these tire 
tests, but this year the burden fell most- 
ly on Corser. There were a few reasons 
for this, the foremost being that he was 
on a tested bike, one that had finished 
second in the 1995 Daytona 200 (with 
Carl Fogarty on board) and had a year’s 
worth of racing development. Also, Rus- 
sell was on a brand-new machine and 
his main worry was not so much tires, 
but getting a machine that could win 
him his fourth Daytona 200 in March. 

“Yeah, last year I was the guy,” Rus- 
sell admits. “Because I could go out and 
run better times and I did a lot more 
laps. This time, this is more relaxed. 
When you're out there just going 
around, you just get tired in the end and 
your brain doesn’t work as good. I pre- 
fer this more laid-back atmosphere. Go 
away and come back, go to lunch, take 
an hour, hour and a half, whatever. It 
just seemed like the other one was a lit- 
tle more high-pressure to get back out 
there on the bike. Steve Johnson’s stand- 
ing there looking at his watch. That shit, 
I didn’t enjoy.” 

Being the man means a different 
approach, Corser said, but one that he 
quickly grew comfortable with. 

“Last year when I came here I didn’t 
really test tires; they gave me a lot of 
tires to try and asked me my opinion. 
That's a lot different than getting every 
tire thrown at you and you've got to 
feed back something. Trying to feel if 
it’s moving a bit more on a different part 
of the track or whatever, more so than 
just going out and just trying to do some 
riding to set the bike up. You're trying 
to feel what it’s going to do. I’ve got to 
go out there and feel it and then come in 
and tell them what it’s doing. So a lot of 
the time you're thinking a lot more 
about what's happening down here so 
you don’t make a mistake, so you get it 
right. Because a lot of times you only get 
like three or four laps on a tire to check 
it. So the first lap you've got to get going 
and the second or third laps got to be 
quick laps so you've got to feel what it 
does. And then if it’s going to chunk, be 
ready that you know it’s going to do it. 
It sort of takes your concentration off 
what you're actually doing, just to go 








The words didn’t match the demeanor. Scott Rus- 
sell, the undisputed king of Daytona, was talking 
confidently about winning the race in March, but it 
was as if he was trying to convince himself as 
much as others. For the first time he was in an 
unusual and unpleasant position: His best of 
1:50.60 was more a second slower than that of 
the Promotor Ducati of Mike Hale and he was 
unable to go any quicker in his first outing on the 
new Suzuki. There will undoubtedly be a narrow- 
ing of the gap. After all, it was the first time the 
new bike was being run, but Russell wasn’t happy 
about the times. 

“These guys ain't going to f—---- go nowhere. 
They ain't going nowhere. They might do a few 
quick laps, but string them all tog: ... They ain't got a tire that'll do 49s all the 
time, they ain't got one at this point. They may have one when they come back. If 
they do, then the Dunlop guys are in trouble. But then TIl have it. 

“For those guys to get in the 49s at all says a lot for them and their motorcycle. 
Still, the Ducati is awesome - coming off the corners. You just are not going to get 
that kind of grunt with one of these. Don (Sakakura) did split times in the infield 
and Hale had the fastest time through the infield. From turn one to the turnout onto 
the banking, a 44.82. My fastest was a 45-flat. We're talking two-tenths of a second. 
It came from somewhere. And I got to believe it’s just grunting off the corner. I 
don’t believe there’s no way he’s going through the corner faster than I was. 

“I think we can win the race on it, the way it sits right now. My bike can get a lit- 
tle bit better. I want to come back and do the CCS race. For the bike to be like it is, 
right out of the box for me, we're all right. I think there could be a bit more positive 
feeling from the front end and some of the turn-in could be a little bit better, but 





tires make a big difference right now. A few tricks with the front end might help it a. 


little bit. I think the rear end works pretty good right now. It seems to run on top. I 
drafted past Corser no problem. We're running the same speeds pretty much, I reck- 
on it just needs to be gone through again and if there are any real improvements 
they can make, do it, and come down and we'll try to win this thing. 

“The power’s a lot different (than the Kawasaki). This seems to make more down 
on the bottom, I think. I think the power’s more linear on this than on the Kawasaki. 
I think it hits a little harder, Kawasakis - the old Kawasakis, I don’t know about the 
new ones - the old-one, chassiswise, seemed to have a little more weight on the 
front, and when you carry more weight on the front, there’s a good feeling here. The 
balance of this thing seems to be more rearward, not a lot, but just not as front-endy 
as we Kawasaki was. And then they're on Michelins so you're not burning it up as 
much. 

“You can’t steer it with the rear as much. This one, to me, I don’t know. I do 
know, a few tires, yeah, I can burn it off coming out if I wanted to. It just doesn’t 
seem that it’s as easy. You’ve really got to stick it to it to make it do it. These things 
seem to have more side grip, which will be nice in the race. 

“I think if push comes to shove in the end of the race and we have to go fast, I 
think we might be in a position to do that. We'won’t know until then. 

“We got a good test, came away from here with some decent lap times. I mean, 
hell, I'm a second faster than I was last year at this time. Without really going out 
there and really letting it eat, I can go out and run 50.5, 50.6. Come in and it’s no 
problem. Last year, I never got there in the test. Even in qualifying it was a push to 
get into 50. I did a 49.7, Corser did a 50-flat. You can count them on one hand. Now 
you've got the first two rows in 50s already. 


























PROMOTOR DUCATI 


Mike Hale 
His ascent to the elite ranks of motorcycle road rac- 
ing has been swift and steady, and with his perfor- 
mance during the Michelin tire test here, Texan 
Mike Hale continued to prove that he’s among the 
best. His best lap time was a hand-timed 1:49.48 
which he did during a string of 49s on a race tire. 
His was the only time under Scott Russell's 1995 
pole time of 1:49.852. Only his teammate Troy 
Corser came close, but no one was better at this 
test. And he did it despite problems on his num- 
ber-one bike that took a day to straighten out. 
“We did 15 laps on one tire and did a 49.5 out 
of that stint. It felt pretty good, felt pretty comfort- 
able. I did a lot of 49s today. With the race tire I 
did mostly 50s. I did a lot of 49s early on, then set- 
tled in. The bike I didn’t ride yesterday, they figured out what was wrong with it 
about noon today. 

“The chassis are different (between the RC45 and the Ducati), the way they’re 
proportioned. The engines rev differently. As far as the changeover, it’s coming 
along pretty good. I’m braking a little differently, shifting a little differently, just the 
way the bikes handle under heavy braking. You have to use rpms a little differently. 

“With the Honda you can rev it and get it sliding. With the Michelins and the 
Ducati you keep it in line more. Im sliding it a lot here at Daytona, for sure. But it’s 
just the way the bikes are different. You still want to get hooked up out of the cor- 
ner, as always. 

“There's definitely a difference between Dunlops and Michelins, and you just 
keep an open mind and adapt. There’s not such a big difference here at Daytona, 
but at Indonesia and Australia (for the World Superbike races), the Dunlop seems to 
be real predictable and slide more. It seems to slide more than the Michelin. But the 
Michelin has really good grip. 

“Tire warmers help out tremendously here, I noticed. I went out this morning on 
the first time out with new tires on and no tire warmers on, no heat in them - it was 
so slick. So the rest of the day each time I went out I made sure the tire warmers 
were on and it made a big difference. Soaking it all iy Sea learning so much right 
now, it’s just all part of it. I’m sure when I come back here in March when the tem- 
peratures are different and the track surface will probably be a little different, and 
I'll realize the difference as I get more used to this bike. 

“This is what I have to work with so I’m going to work the best I can figure it out 
and adapt and use it to its potential to the best I can. The Michelin tires and the 
Ducati are capable of winning. It’s proven itself. It’s just up to me to do it. 

“My A-bike kept overheating so I didn’t even get to ride it today; I've been riding 
the old bike. The fuel pump went out on it. I spent what felt like forever waiting 
around today.” 


Troy Corser 
The March running of the Daytona 200 will mark 
Corser’s third attempt at winning the spring clas- 
| sic. He nearly pulled it off in his first trip here in 
| 1994, but was handicapped by inefficient pit stops. 
Last year a mechanical problem sidelined him 
while he was leading the race.

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RACER TEST

t was no contest, really. Retaining 

your world title by winning eight out 

of 13 races in a single season, finish- 

ing second in three more and only 

finishing off the rostrum once (and 

that in a boat race cut short by a 
Japanese typhoon) is a pretty impressive 
statement of class supremacy. But that’s 
exactly what Max Biaggi did riding his 
works Aprilia RSV250 in 1995, overcom- 
ing the season-long challenge of the bril- 
liant Tetsuya Harada on a reed-valve 
Yamaha that was frankly outclassed by 
the rotary-valve Italian bike. 

In doing so, Max and the Aprilia 
achieved a level of consistency even 
Mick Doohan couldn’t match on his 
NSR500 Honda. Biaggi was the only 
rider in any World Championship class 


to score points in every race, in a year he 
showed he had completely cured his ’94 
habit of stepping off the bike with victo- 
ry in sight. Amazingly, Max only 
crashed the Aprilia a single time this 
season - in practice, at Donington. A 
fast, consistent rider on a reliable, rid- 
able machine takes a lot of beating. Add 
in Max’s brilliant racecraft and the 
Aprilia’s edge on performance, and the 
others were really just making up the 
numbers once the Italian duo got into 
full stride at the German Grand Prix and 
onward. Like I said, no contest. 

The chance to ride Aprilia’s 250cc 
world champion at Mugello just a cou- 
ple of weeks after sampling Okada’s 
works Honda NSR250 underlined the 
Italian bike’s supremacy. Even more 
than last year, the Aprilia’s rotary-valve 
engine makes the bike a guided missile 
in a straight line with improbable top-

end performance, thanks to a significant 
milestone in Grand Prix development: 
Biaggi’s RSV250 is the first quarter-liter 
racer to deliver more than 100 bhp at 
the gearbox, admits Aprilia’s chief engi- 
neer Jan Witteveen with some pride. 
Yet at the same time a constant process 
of evolution has yielded this dramatic 
power output with both complete relia- 
bility - every race a scoring finish, 
remember - and a wider spread of 
power, aimed at improving ridability. 
Just amazing. 

Amazing - that’s the right word to 
describe the way the Aprilia pulls out of 
a Mugello chicane in second gear at 
11,000 rpm. There’s loads more 
midrange punch than on Max's ‘94 bike, 
which was hampered by the low-octane- 
gas regulations introduced for ‘94. 
Aprilia was able to claw back the five 
horsepower the low-lead fuel had cost 


initially, but only at the expense of nar- 
rowing the real powerband quite a bit, 
to between just 11,500-13,000 rpm. That 
brought back memories of the tradition- 
al handicap of rotary-valve engines in 
terms of sudden power delivery. Aprilia 
had adopted electronic power-valves to 
replace the traditional pneumatic 
exhaust valves inherited from Rotax, but 
that only partially cured the sudden hit. 
The low-octane tuning made the Aprilia 
harder to ride than before, underlining 
Max’s feat in capturing his and the Ital- 
ian factory’s first 250 world title, on a 
bike with a more-radical, abrupt power 
delivery. 

But hard work by Jan Witteveen and 
his engineers over the winter and the 
early part of the ’95 season redressed 
that problem - and how! Not only is 
there three more horsepower available 
all the way through the powerband 
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(thanks to the usual work on cylinder 
porting, heads, pipes and ignition 
curve) but that extra power is spread 
over a much wider range than before. 
The Aprilia carburets as low as 9000 
rpm, comes on strong at just over 10,000 
revs - but smoothly, without the kick in 
delivery there was last year with the 
first low-lead motor - and builds hard 
and strong to its 100-horsepower peak 
at 12,800 rpm and beyond. It’s a mark of 
how wide the powerband is, and how 
flat the torque curve, that in ‘95 Aprilia 
actually had the luxury of being able to 
gear their 250 to use just a five-speed 
gearbox at some circuits, like Max did at 
Donington, for example. That’s four- 
stroke territory! 

With the long front straight at 
Mugello, you need all six ratios in the 
extractable gearbox (with integrated 
speed shifter), but it pays to make like 
Max and stretch the powerband when 
shifting up, even if Biaggi doesn’t over- 
rev the bike as much as most other rid- 
ers do, says Jan Witteveen. Still, the 
Aprilia, with its carbon-fiber rotary 
valves, has a huge overrev capacity. 
When properly jetted it will run to 
14,000 rpm without power falling off 
dramatically. Changing up at 13,200 
rpm or so, as Biaggi does, allows you to 
pop the Aprilia’s motor back into the fat 
part of the torque curve at around 
12,000 rpm, thus ensuring maximum 
engine acceleration back to the peak 
power mark again. 

To remind him when the engine’s 
ready to be thus popped, Max has a 
jumbo-size version of an idea that he 
adopted last season for the first time, 
which I noticed Honda has now copied 
on Okada’s NSR250 when I rode it. It’s 
an F1 car-type flashing light on the 
dash, but for ’95 one so bright it sends a 
searchlight glare through the darkest 
visor to tell your brain it’s time to 
change gear. Anyone who couldn't see 
this even in bright sunlight would have 
to have such deficient eyesight, they 
shouldn’t be riding the bike in the first 
place! Just tap the shift lever when it 
flashes, and since you haven't had to 
back off the throttle one bit to change 
up, you're still maximizing acceleration 
and keeping the engine pulling as hard 
as it can. Of course, choosing the right 
gearbox ratios is a key part of this 
process, and with no less than nine pos- 
sible choices for bottom gear, eight for 
second, four for third, three for fourth 
and five each for fifth and top, you can 
begin to appreciate how challenging 
and crucial a function this is. Engine 
acceleration is the secret to the Aprilia’s 
undoubted edge in top-end perfor- 
mance over its Japanese rivals, and the 
slightly harsh-shifting gearbox is the key 
to unlocking that. 

Though the RSV250’s chassis has 


essentially the same geometry as in ‘94, 
with a 21-degree head angle and the 
same relationship between swingarm 
pivot and steering head, not to mention 
the same wheelbase and the same 
engine location, it is in fact a new 
design, says Jan Witteveen, with differ- 
ent internal construction aimed at 
increasing stiffness at certain crucial 
points. The engine crankcases were also 
new, to create a stiffer structure, while 
the choice of two carbon-fiber 
swingarms with different stiffness-to- 
weight ratios used at the end of 1994 
was abandoned in favor of a new alloy 
swingarm, which was also reinforced 
internally compared to the similar 
design also used last season. Aprilia was 
forced to junk the Ferrari Engineering 
carbon swingarms because of the time 
delay involved in modifying them, says 
Witteveen. “You can’t just cut and 
reweld it when you want to change 
something,” he says. “Instead, it 
involves making new molds, which is 
more expensive and time-consuming, 
and is also why we don’t use a carbon- 
fiber chassis. The carbon swingarm 
wouldn't fit the new frame, and we also 
used larger-diameter axles than last 
year, so we'd have needed a whole new 
design which we couldn’t later modify if 
we needed to. Anyway, we don’t need 
to worry about saving weight like on the 
400, where we do use a carbon 
swingarm. The new frame was two kilo- 
grams (4.4 pounds) heavier than the old 
one, but we managed to save it else- 
where.” 

Increasing stiffness was a priority not 
in terms of putting the power down out 
of turns, as you might expect, but to

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improve stability under braking, the one 
area where the Aprilia had felt a bit 
scary when I rode it last year. It felt loose 
and unstable when you really squeezed 
those black Brembo mega-brakes on 
such a light bike ( 204.6-pounds without 
fuel tank - the 250cc-class weight limit). 
And some front-wheel chatter didn’t 
encourage you to maintain corner speed 
- crucial to fast lap times with a 250. It 
was hard to get confidence the way the 
bike handled on the entry into a corner, 
especially if you trail-braked into the 
apex. Part of the problem was Biaggi’s 
setup, says Witteveen. He likes a very 
fast transition from upright to full lean 
on the entry to a curve, which means he 
has the front ride height lower and the 
rear higher than most other Aprilia rid- 
ers, and very radical steering geometry - 
just 76mm of trail on the bike I rode. 

“Biaggi likes to set the bike up so 
that when he closes the throttle, it turns 
in very fast and easy,” says Witteveen. 
“If you want to have that, it’s hard to 
have stability under braking as well, 
especially with the WP suspension we 
always used before. Their hydraulic 
control was poor, so the forks always 
dived when you hit the brakes hard, 
and the only way they could fix that 
was to set them up stiff, which meant 
the front end would then chatter when 
you laid the bike into the turn. It meant 
suspension setup was always our 
biggest headache at a GP, sometimes to 
the point of affecting our work on other 
aspects of the bike. Switching to Ohlins 
this year was a major step, but it’s 
worked out well. The bike still isn’t per- 
fect under braking, but there’s edoigh of 
an improvement to enable us to main- 
tain our overall handling advantage over 
Honda, for example.” 

The Aprilia still feels a little twitchy 
when you slam on the carbon brakes, 
even after hitting the little rear steel disc 
first to minimize weight transfer onto 
the front wheel. But I think that’s a func- 
tion of Biaggi’s extreme steering geome- 
try, which does, however, make the 
Aprilia a dream to dial into a turn. It 
doesn’t tip into the apex almost uncon- 
trollably, like some bikes with an 
extreme chassis setup and too high a 
center of gravity will do, but the transi- 
tion is very fast and you end up carry-

ing a lot of corner speed almost without 
knowing it. The Aprilia is nimble rather 
than nervous - but if you go too deep 
into a turn and have to back off some 
speed, the Brembo brakes are definitely 
more sensitive than last year, presum- 
ably thanks to new carbon material. You 
can just stroke the lever with a finger to 
scrub off a little excess speed if you need 
to, just like with a metal disc, but with 
greater reserves of braking potential. 
The Ohlins forks are still set up stiff, 
presumably to cope with that explosion 
of stopping power when you squeeze 
the brake lever in Max-mode, but there 
was no chatter from the front Dunlop in 
midturn, and lots of grip from the rear 
when you get hard on the gas to acceler- 
ate out, without having to lift the bike 
up any to use the fat part of the tire. It is 
interesting to note that Biaggi generally 
uses a wider 3.75-inch front wheel to 
maximize front end grip in the turn, but 
a narrower 5.50 inch rear compared to 
some other 250-class riders to improve 
steering and maximize top speed down 
the straights due to the reduced drag it 
offers. Combine this with Aprilia’s 
wind-tunnel-developed bodywork 
introduced last season and his tucked-in 
riding style developed in his 125 Sport 
Production days, and the Italian gets the 





most out of the rotary-valve motor’s 
top-end performance. 

Squatting down behind the Aprilia’s 
voluptuous streamlining makes you feel 
like a Master of the Universe in GP 
mode: A hundred-horsepower 250 is the 
ultimate racer for wannabe GP riders. 
With the bright yellow tacho needle 
hovering around the 13,000-rpm mark, 
the V-twin engine screaming toward 
your appointment with that flashing 
backward-facing headlamp to remind 
you when to change gear, the know- 
ledge that the best brakes in the busi- 
ness are waiting to haul you down from 
165-plus-mph speeds, ready to allow 
you to exploit the more confident hand- 
ling of the new chassis and the con- 
trolled response of the Ohlins suspen- 
sion - hey, move over, Max. Now I 
know how you handled Harada. You 
had the best bike on the Grand Prix 
grid, the fastest, most powerful 250 ever 
built, with handling to match. Sure - 
you're a great rider - better than ever in 
‘95, in fact - but your Aprilia is a great 
motorcycle, as well. No wonder Yamaha 
(maybe Honda, too) wants to copy it 
enginewise with their new rotary-valver 


that Harada will race next season. What ` 


was that old cliché about imitation being 
the sincerest form of flattery? eN

Photos by Tom Riles 





aster, lighter, smaller. Easy in the- 

ory, difficult in execution. 
Not so, apparently, for the 
Suzuki engineers who developed 
the 1996 Suzuki GSXR750-T. Some- 
how they pulled it off, giving sport- 
bike enthusiasts the lightest, smallest 
and perhaps fastest 750cc-class 
motorcycle available. And, believe it 
or not, at $8999 it’s not even the most 
expensive 750cc sportbike on the mar- 
ket. But it may very well end up 

being the best. 

While the real test may have taken 


place a week or so earlier when Team . 


Suzuki riders Pascal Picotte and Aaron 
Yates took the new GSXR750 through a 
shakedown run at lap-record speeds 
around Daytona International Speed- 
way, a handful of U.S., Canadian and 
Australian journalists were given a 
crack at the “all new” bike at Home- 
stead, 30 minutes or so south of Miami, 
Florida. Fittingly, Homestead was also 
“all new.” 








Ah, “all new” - it’s a phrase that 
often times rings untrue. Motorcycles 
constructed from leftover parts in a 
manufacturers’ warehouse often bring 
out shouts of “all new” from well- 
rehearsed public relations personnel. 
Ditto for a revamped model with a few 
minor changes. 

But for the 1996 Suzuki GSXR750, 
“all new” works perfectly well. With 
development on the latest GSXR750 
starting way back in 1993, Suzuki engi- 
neers looked at their most successful 
racing machine and decided to copy it. 
That bike was Kevin Schwantz’s 
RGV500 - a two-stroke 500cc Grand Prix 
racer, purebred to win a 500cc World 
Championship. Suzuki wanted to build 
“a four-stroke RGV.” 

To do so they had to pull off the 
impossible. They had to go smaller, with 
less weight - while adding power. Sim- 
ple, huh? 

The first of the GSXR750s was 
released in 1985 and it weighed in at 
close to 394 pounds. Since then the 
GSXR has undergone more weight 
changes than Oprah. By 1988, the GSXR 





had ballooned to nearly 430 pounds, 
and it got worse. In 1992 the 750 had 
gorged itself to nearly 460 pounds. The 
weight came down in 1994 to 438 
pounds and now the process is complete 
- the 1996 model weighs in at just 394 
pounds. A complete 360-degree turn- 
around to where it all began. Oh, but 
that 1985 model isn’t close when it 
comes to the power-to-weight ratio of 
the new model. Indeed, Suzuki appears 
to have not only gone smaller and 
lighter, but faster too. 

Suzuki pulls no punches in reiterat- 
ing that it was the RGV which inspired 
the new GSXR. And it’s easy to see. If 
you compare photos of the two models, 
one is almost a dead ringer for the 
other. 


POWER SURGE 


Although it’s the new chassis, fairing, 
et al, that grab your attention when you 
first focus in on the new GSXR750, don’t 
think for a minute that what’s under- 
neath is the same old GSXR powerplant. 
When Suzuki says their GSXR is all 
new, they mean it. 





Still an inline four-cylinder power- 
plant, the Suzuki 750 was made with 
what Suzuki calls the four requirements 
of a race engine: lightweight, compact, 
centralized mass; high power and 
torque with high rev capability; high 
reliability and durability; and the ability 
to blend all of that with a chassis to opti- 
mize wheelbase, center of gravity, and 
frame rigidity. 

To make the new 750’s engine more 
compact and lighter, Suzuki set out to 
reduce the size of the new engine, most 
notably in the area of the cylinder head. 
This was also a must because the new 
GSXR motor would now have to fit into a 
twin-spar frame, taking the place of the 
old style, over-the-top cradle design. 
Thus, the cam chain has been moved 
from its old center position to its new 
position on the right side of the head, 
reducing the number of crankshaft jour- 
nals from six to five, and in the process 
reducing crankshaft width. The distance 
between bore centers was also reduced 
from the 85-120-85mm of the ‘95 model 
to 80-80-80mm, and the overall width of 
the cylinder head was reduced by 30mm. 








With the narrower crankshaft design, 
Suzuki engineers were able to relocate 
the starter system from behind the 
engine to the right side of the crank- 
shaft, adding some width to the motor 
but taking away length, which allows 
for a shorter wheelbase - a simple trade- 
off. The shorter crankcase is also possi- 
ble because Suzuki stacked the crank- 
shaft and transmission shafts in a 
triangular pattern. The new crankcase is 
15mm shorter than the ‘95 model's, and 
this system also allows the transmission 
shafts and gears to be serviced without 
disturbing the crankshaft main bearings. 

All of this resulted in a lighter crank - 
1000 grams lighter to be exact - while 
the new cylinder head is some 1500 
grams lighter. Suzuki also saved weight 
with more conventional means, using 
plated cylinders instead of iron liners, 
simplifying coolant-hose routing, using 
magnesium engine covers, etc. 

To give the GSXR750 quick revving 
capability while boosting durability and 
reliability through lower piston speed, 
Suzuki engineers have given the new 
engine an extremely short stroke (72mm. 
x 46mm as compared to 70mm x 
48.7mm for last year’s model). The high- 
er-revving engine now has a redline of 
13,500 rpm. 

In addition to the weight and size 
savings that go along with the use of 
plated cylinders, Suzuki claims they 
improve engine-cooling performance. 
Each cylinder bore is plated with sili- 
cone-carbide embedded in nickel, a fea- 
ture that Suzuki claims also reduces 

| cylinder and piston ring wear. Because 
aluminum has three times the heat dissi- 
pation of iron, Suzuki says a higher 
compression ratio can be used with the 
plated cylinders and also a tighter pis- 
ton/cylinder clearance that reduces pis- 
ton slap, oil consumption and blow-by. 
Those pistons now feature flat tops and 
the included valve angle is only 29 
degrees, with 29mm intake valves and 
24mm exhaust valves. The compression 
ratio of the new bike, however, is 
unchanged at 11.8:1. The latest GSXR 
also uses a bolt-on crank web, allowing 
the primary gear to be machined with- 
out reducing the size of the crank web. 





To beef up reliability, Suzuki has 
bolted the transmission and crankshaft 
surfaces in line with the pistons and 
cylinders - ensuring that the bolt torque 
is in the same direction as the load being 
applied to the crankcase, which in turn 
piver the case rigidity. Piston cooling 

as also been improved by putting the 
oil jets closer to the pistons and direct- 
ing the spray pattern more accurately. 

Thanks to the engine lean of 25 
degrees, the downdraft 39mm Mikuni 
carbs (which now feature a tapered 








slide to aid iQS 


at slower engine speeds) are now pro- 
vided with a straighter shot of mixture 
into the ports. Air is fed via the Suzuki 
Ram Air Direct (SRAD) system, which 
routes two channels of air from both 
side of the headlights - through the 
frame and into an airbox which sits 
under the gas tank. In previous years, 
air intakes really only directed air 
somewhere close to the airbox. 

But the new GSXR gets much more 
than new carburetor placement. How 








does an “engine-management system” 
sound? The ignitor box on the GSXR 
does just that - it manages. Controlling 
the operation of the ignition, carburetor 
throttle slides and the fuel pump, the 
new system takes input it receives from 
sensors monitoring engine rpm, throttle 
position and gear position and manages 
it. Due to different operating tempera- 
tures between cylinders, the “black box” 
contains separate ignition timing maps 
for cylinders one and four, and two and 
three. Each map is also divided into four 
additional curves based on the degree of 
throttle opening. In the end, all three 
sensors help the box determine the best 
timing curve for a given riding situa- 
tion. The same sensors also control low- 
speed throttle slide operation. 


GET SHORTY 


Hard to believe, yet true - the new 
GSXR750 has a shorter wheelbase than 
Kevin Schwantz’s 1993 RGV500. At 
1400mm (55 inches), the new lighter and 
stiffer chassis is a whopping 35mm 
shorter than last year’s GSXR750, and 
it’s that lack of length - combined with 
its skimpy weight - that truly makes this 
bike feel more like a 600 than a 750. It’s 
rare that a modern sportbike actually 
looks short, but this one does. 

Because the engine now sits with its 
cylinders tilted forward 25 degrees, the 
steering head tube was thus moved 
some 30mm closer to the swingarm 
pivot, and the swingarm itself has been 
shortened by 5mm. Shorter, yes - but 
also stronger. Suzuki claims that the 
new cast-aluminum swingarm is not 
only 400 grams lighter than last year’s 
model, but also 12 percent more rigid. In 
addition, race-kit parts will allow go- 
fast purchasers to raise or lower the 
pivot center of the swingarm by 2mm 
via inserts. 

Going along with the rest of Suzuki's 
plans to build the lightest 750 on the 
planet, the chassis was another area 
where engineers managed to shave off

weight. The frame is almost seven 
pounds lighter than the 1995 version 
and is constructed in six main sections: 
main spars (pressed and welded alu- 
minum); steering head (cast aluminum); 
swingarm mount (cast aluminum); 
engine mounts (forged aluminum), 
cross brace (extruded aluminum); and 
bolt-on rear sub-frame (extruded alu- 
minum). This year’s chassis features 
adjustable engine mounts, allowing for 
proper engine /drive-chain alignment 
with the frame, with fine tuning accom- 
plished via a threaded adjuster on the 
lower right-side engine mount. 

Both ends of the new chassis feature 
fully adjustable and upgraded suspen- 
sion systems. The front fork is a 43mm 
Showa upside-down unit, similar in 
many ways to last year’s fork. The main 
difference between the two is again in 
an effort to save weight: The cartridge 
cylinder, damper rod, bottom-end cap, 
rebound and compression adjusters, oil 
lock piece and spring seat have all been 
remanufactured in aluminum rather 
than steel. Spring and damping rates 
were changed to match the weight 
reduction and tire selection (in the case 
of our test day, race-compound Dunlop 
D204 Sportmax II radials were fitted; 
customer bikes will come with street- 
compound Sportmax IIs). The triple 
clamps have 3mm less offset (down to 
32mm from last year’s 35mm) and the 
lower clamp gets a 30mm aluminum 
steering stem. 

The rear suspension is again fully 
adjustable. And again it’s a Showa unit. 





The unit mounts to a separate ride- 
height adjuster which doesn’t work 
unless you buy the race kit. The linkage 
itself has been changed to feature alu- 
minum components and the spring and 
damper rates were changed to match 
the increased traction provided by the 
wider rear tire (a 190/55-ZR17 mounted 
on a 6.00 x 17 rim). 

Up front, stopping power is provid- 
ed by two six-piston Tokico calipers 
with staggered-diameter pistons (the 
leading pistons being smaller than the 
trailing pistons in an effort to equalize 
pressure on the pads and to reduce 
fluid volume to the pistons) and larger 
320mm rotors, Naturally, the rotors 
have been grooved in the ever-impor- 
tant struggle to keep weight at a mini- 
mum. Sintered brake pads are now 
used up front to increase friction during 
initial contact with the rotor and to 
maintain a high friction level. The main 
change to the rear brake is in the size of 
the rotor, which has been reduced ‘from 
240mm to 220mm - again in the name of 
weight reduction. 

The chassis is nicely covered by a 
sporty fairing, eye-catching tail section 
(some will despise it) and hinged gas 
tank (it’s hinged at the rear, allowing for 
mechanics to simply raise the front, 
prop a stand under it, and work on the 
engine without the displeasure of hav- 
ing to disconnect the fuel lines), And it’s 
all been designed to slide through the 
air with the greatest of ease. Falling back 
on the wind-tunnel testing that went 
into the RGV500, the GSXR gets a highly 
efficient fairing shape and Suzuki claims 
a six-percent reduction in drag. 

Saving weight was a priority even 
when it came to such minor details as 
the headlight lens, which is now poly- 
carbonate at a weight savings of 680 
grams. The new electronic instrument 
cluster is as clean as they get, with an 
electric speedometer and a tachometer 
which features a larger dial - all with a 
weight savings of 430 grams. The cluster 
includes an LCD odometer display, 
which features two separate trip meters 
(one could keep track of the total trip 
mileage while the other monitors 
mileage for one particular tank of gas) - 
and the system is non-volatile so a loss 
in battery power won't lose the data 
from the odometers. Also included on 
the dash are LCD displays which moni- 
tor coolant temperature and low oil 
pressure; there’s also. an amber-colored 
low-fuel light which blinks when the 
fuel level reaches about 1.1 gallons. 

In all, Suzuki has cut almost 20 
pounds from the GSXR in the chassis, 
bringing the weight down to 394.6 

ounds - some 44 pounds lighter than 
the 1995 model. 


ON TRACK 


Though its success on the race tracks 
of the world seems imminent with the 
surprising results of the recent Daytona 
tire tests (both Picotte and Yates were 
under the 750cc Supersport lap record 
with only a kitted exhaust and the best 
Dunlop tires), the new GSXR750’s suc- 
cess as a streetbike remains a mystery. 

With our one-day test slated for the 
race track, it’s easy to see where Suzu- 
ki’s priorities lie. The new GSXR750 was 
designed for the race track. Plain and 
simple. Whether it works well from 
stoplight to stoplight will be answered 
later. 

With my five-foot-eight frame, the 
new GSXR750 felt as though it was tai- 
lor-made for me. The handlebars felt as 
though they were positioned perfectly - 
a little higher than on past GSXRs - and 
my hands seemed to fall naturally into 
place as I sat on the bike for the first 








time. Although the bike is short, it is by 
no means cramped - at least for those 
with height disadvantages (or is that 
advantages?). While some of the taller 
journalists on the trip commented that 
the bike was a tad crampy, they also 
offered that it was the most comfortable 
GSXR they'd ever ridden. That, in part, 
is probably due to the lower position of 
the footpegs, giving a little more leg 
room and, combined with the higher 
handlebars, a more comfortable riding 
position. 

Overall, my first impression of the 
GSXR750 was that it was actually a 
600. That is, until the high-revving 
engine actually hit the 8000-rpm mark 
for the first time - at that point it felt 
like a true 750, in 600 clothing. While 
the horsepower figures for the new 
bike are up, that power seems to 
come on late - 8000 rpm at the very 
least. Riding around at slow speeds 
while I figured out which way to go 
on the 2.18-mile Homestead track 
wasn’t exactly the GSXR’s cup of tea, 
but that’s not to say it wasn’t man- 
ageable. It would just rather fly 
around at 10,000 rpm than cruise at 
6500 rpm. 

Once you get the bike revving as it 
likes, power comes on with a rush. The 
wheel lifts whenever it wants and 
there’s a bit of headshake, most notice- 
able when exiting the final slow hairpin 
through a pavement transition and onto 
the back straight that also serves as the 
banking for the Superspeedway. That 
was the only problem spot, but it made 
you wish for a steering damper. A cure 
seemed to be to get as much weight over 
the front wheel as possible after getting 
the bike upright and while hammering 
through upshifts. 

The only change I had the Suzuki 
engineers make to our GSXR was to the 
front brake. And that was only a simple 
bleeding of the brakes when after five 
or six laps the lever featured entirely 
too much free travel. The bleeding 
seemed to fix the problem and we came 
away impressed with the new Tokico 
six-piston stoppers, especially on a race 
track that places a lot of emphasis on 
braking. 

The new GSXR redefines the term 
quick steering. With its ultrashort 
wheelbase and light weight, combined 
with a steering geometry of only 24 
degrees, this Suzuki has a nimble feeling 
that we've never found on a 750cc sport- 
bike. Some of the others found the 
GSXR a tad loose under braking, but I 
never experienced a problem (perhaps I 
wasn’t braking hard enough) with cor- 
ner entry on any of the race track’s nine 
corners. The only time I found the bike 
to be unstable was on the exit of the 
aforementioned hairpin and into the 
ultrafast turn at the end of the back 
straight - a corner which featured a siz- 
able bump right at the apex. For a bike 
so short, stability was surprisingly, 
well... stable. 

Suzuki's have always featured more- 
than-adequate transmissions, and this 
one is no exception, I found each shift to 
be precise and lenient, and our bike 
didn’t require clutch-cable adjustment 
as others deemed necessary. Only one 
time did we find a false neutral, and that 
was probably more due to rider error 
than GSXR blunder. 

A day on the race track made it easy 
to see why a smile hasn't left Picotte’s 
face since the Daytona test. As for the 
highways and byways of America - 
well, we'll have to wait and see. 

Faster, lighter and smaller. Easy to 
say, difficult to accomplish. But Suzuki 
has pulled it off with the 1996 
GSXR750. cy

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McGrath nahs Secon

GENEVA, SWITZERLAND, DEC. 9-10 
here has been a lot of speculation as 
to why Damon Huffman passed 
over most of the lucrative overseas 
races. Many insiders believed that 

Huffman was having a difficult time 

adapting to his new works Kawasa- 
ki, while others felt the 125 specialist 
simply wasn’t comfortable on 250s. 

The truth is that Huffman has adapt- 
ed extremely well, and he proved it dur- 
ing the final stop on the FIM World 
Championship Supercross Series. The 
two-time AMA 125cc Western Region 
Supercross champ traded wins with 
Jeremy McGrath during two wild nights 
of racing inside the 14,000-seat Palexpo 
Convention Center, and came home h 
top prize-money winner, earning 
$23,000. 

The surprise of the weekend actually 
came during Saturday night's final, 
when McGrath crashed while leading, “I 
landed wrong off a triple and got 
thrown sideways into the whoops,” said 
McGrath. Fortunately, McGrath wasn’t 
hurt. The incident, however, put him 
out of contention for the night, and 
though he finished 13 of 20 laps, he 
failed to earn a single series point. 

McGrath’s mishap allowed Honda of 
Troy’s newest recruit, Larry Ward, to 
move closer to the points race, trailing 
by three points, 115-112, going into Sun- 
day’s final. The drama intensified as 
McGrath and Ward came out of the first 
turn side-by-side in a battle for third. It 
appeared to be the classic confrontation 
until Ward augered in a whoop section 
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and had to withdraw from the race with 
a broken throttle housing. Ward’s 
demise handed McGrath his second 
consecutive 250cc World Championship 
Supercross Series title and his third 
championship of 1995. 


SATURDAY 


The format used during the series 
was similar to that used in the United 
States. However, the smallish nature of 
some of the stadiums limited the num- 
ber of racers to 16 instead of the 20 that 
American fans are used to. This meant 
that qualifying for the main was more 
difficult since only three riders instead 
of four transferred from the two heat 
races and only four racers were taken 
from the pair of semis (whereas five 
advance in the States). The only similari- 
ty is that two riders transfer from the 
Last Chance Qualifier. 

The action during Saturday's quali- 
fiers proved to be interesting since many 
riders struggled to master the track built 
by John Savitski. The course featured 
many combination jumps, which made 
finding the best lines more difficult. 
Plus, the jumps were larger than nor- 
mal, even by U.S. standards, which 
intimidated some riders. 

Larry Ward and Jeremy McGrath 
won the two heat races, while Mike 
Brown and Damon Huffman sought to 
transfer through the heat races. Former 
World Championship Supercross Series 
winner, Guy Cooper, had to ride the 
Last Chance Qualifier for a spot in the 
final. 

Brown got things under way during 
the main after leading Ward, McGrath 











and Damon Huffman into the first turn. 
The start was more spectacular than 
normal since the routing forced riders 
to negotiate the track backwards for 
nearly one-sixth of a lap though stadi- 
um whoops and a midsized double 
jump. 

McGrath quickly forced his way into 
the point position and opened up a 
small lead. It looked to be a normal 
night under the lights for McGrath until 
the fourth lap, when his Honda of Troy- 
backed CR250R got out of shape on a 
huge triple jump. McGrath was unable 
to recover and crashed, sending his 
body and bike cartwheeling into a 
whoop section. Dazed and confused, 
McGrath staggered to his feet as track 
workers tried to get medical aid to the 
superstar. McGrath, however, made the 
determination himself that he was okay, 


and got back in the race. Unfortunately, - 


he was only able to complete a dozen 
laps, which wasn’t enough to earn him 
any championship points. 

“I was pretty beat up,” said McGrath. 
“It’s been a while since I have crashed 
that hard, especially in a race, so I want- 
ed to make sure that I didn’t do anything 
to further hurt myself.” Further examina-

tion later revealed 
that McGrath broke a 
little finger and 
chipped five teeth. 

As America’s 
fastest rider got 
under way, Europe’s 
fastest stadium racer, 
Frenchman Mickael 
Pichon, also found 
himself taking a soil 
sample. Pichon hit a 
hay bale that had 
been dislodged by 
McGrath’s bike and 
went down hard 
enough to put him 
out of the race. It 
marked the seventh consecutive time 
during the eight-race series that Pichon 
wasn’t able to score any championship 
points. 

With McGrath and Pichon out of the 
picture, the battle for the lead intensi- 
fied. Ward assumed the point position 
while Huffman hounded Brown. Even- 
tually, Huffman made short work of the 
two Honda of Troy riders and found 
himself in the lead on the seventh lap 
with no challenges. 

As Huffman pulled away from the 
pack, much of the attention turned to 
privateer Phil Lawrence. The former 
Team Suzuki rider gated about eighth, 
but blitzed his way though the field, 
first passing Ryan Hughes, then James 
Dobb until he broke the top three. 

When it was over, Lawrence had 
worked his way into second behind 
Huffman. Ward hung on for third, fol- 
lowed by Ward, Brown and Hughes.

“This feels great,” said Huffman 
immediately following the near 16- 
minute race. “I’m so pumped... I knew 
I’ve been riding a 250 really good, but I 
didn’t know how well I would do 
against a lot of the other guys. There’s 
some riders here that I’ve only raced 
against a couple of times because we've 
always ridden in different classes or in 
different series. Now I know that I will 
be competitive at home (in the U.S.)” 

“Man, this is awesome,” said 
Lawrence of his best-ever supercross 
finish. “I’ve been riding really fast the 
last month, but I haven't been able to 
put it all together. Hopefully this should 
open some eyes and prove that I’m still 
real competitive. I beat a lot of factory 
guys tonight and I had to do it by com- 
ing through the pack.” 


SUNDAY 


With the title on the line, McGrath 
was back for the final race of the season. 
His one-time enormous cushion had 
been cut to a mere three points, meaning 
he couldn’t let Ward win. 

McGrath got the early jump going 
into the first turn but was passed on the 
outside by Huffman. Brown, Ward and 








John Dowd completed the initial top 
five as the pack sorted itself out. 

As anticipated, McGrath repassed 
Huffman to assume the lead. McGrath 
appeared to have everything under con- 
trol until Huffman recovered and 
charged past the most decorated super- 
cross rider the sport has ever known. 
The pass was clean and something that 
McGrath hadn't experienced in a super- 
cross race in more than a year. 

“T cut to the inside to double and 
expected Jeremy to triple from the out- 
side,” said Huffman. “I must have 
caught him off guard because he dou- 
bled too. We were side by side in the air, 
but I had the better line going into the 
next turn.” 

Simultaneously, Ward moved into 
third, which put him right behind 
McGrath. This set up what could have 
been a fierce battle for the champi- 
onship. Unfortunately, Ward, still adapt- 








ing to his new Honda ride, crashed in a 
whoop section. Though Ward was 
unhurt in the incident, he was sidelined 
with a broken throttle housing. 

“It’s not the way I wanted to end the 
series,” said Ward. “I felt I was riding 
good enough to win the championship, 
and I wanted to win it bad, maybe too 
bad. This is the second time this year 
I’ve finished second in supercross to 
McGrath, and Fd really like to beat him. 
I think next year I’ll have my best shot 
at the title now that I’m on Hondas.” 

Up front, Huffman continued to lead 
McGrath. It was a rare sight considering 
that it took all of McGrath's skills to 
match Huffman’s speed. McGrath, how- 
ever, made no excuses, even though he 
appeared really sore during the mid- 
afternoon practice sessions. 

Dowd, meanwhile, moved into third 
ahead of Brown, Lawrence, Lamson and 
Pichon. That order changed when Lam- 
son accidently took out Lawrence in a 
pass attempt. 

“I thought I could make a good block 
pass on Phil, but he didn’t want to give 
me any room and I can’t blame him. He 
was riding really good.” 

The incident dropped Lawrence to 
ninth behind David Pingree, while Lam- 
son got going in 15th. 

As the race wound down, it became 
apparent that McGrath desperately 
wanted to win. The one-second cushion 
that Huffman maintained for over 10 
laps had been cut to a bike length. Dur- 
ing the closing laps Huffman was forced 
to ride defensively as McGrath started 
using innovated lines to force a pass. 
This went on for at least three laps when 
Huffman’s lead, which lasted for 12 
laps, came to an end. 





“I hit this rut and it threw me over a 
double kind of weird,” said Huffman. 
“Tt threw me left, instead of right, and 
once that happened I knew that Jeremy 
had the advantage.” 

Huffman was right. McGrath took 
away Huffman’s line and stuffed him on 
the second-to-last lap for the win, his sixth 
of the series. Huffman finished second, 
followed by Dowd, Pichon and Brown. 

“It was close,” said McGrath. “A lot 
closer than I would like. This track isn’t 
really that technical and it allowed a lot 
of guys to go fast.” 

“Even though I finished second, I 
proved a point,” said Huffman. “Now 
everyone knows what I have to offer on 
a 250. On a good bike I can run with the 
best of them.” N

Jones took his third win of the series ahead 
of Bowen, Carsten, Sellards and Yezek in Satur- 
day’s 250cc Pro main, then finished his weekend 
off with an impressive win in Sunday’s 250cc 
Pro main, once again edging Yezek. Katin finally 
overcame his bad luck and pulled off a podium 
finish for the weekend ahead of a tired Todd 
DeHoop, who had to drive all Saturday night to 
make it in time for Sunday's races. Charlie Dun- 
away also rode well in the final race of the week- 
end, grabbing a top-five finish ahead of Josh 
Demuth.

Ashkenazi annihilated 
ranks with two hands-down, runaway rides, 
topping Voss, Andrew Bell, Parks and Daron 
Atkins in the overall standings.

TVRC visits Spring Valley MX

The Texas Vintage Racing Club made the second 
of its two annual appearances at Spring Valley 
Raceway, drawing over 40 riders. 

The TVRC races on the motorcycles of yes- 
teryear, placing 1975 or older bikes in the Vin- 
tage class and 1981 or older bikes (without disc 
brakes or liquid cooling) in the GP class. Each 
class is divided up into sections for all ages and 
skill levels. 

Just because you're racing on a vintage 
motorcycle doesn’t mean you have to be old, 
too. Fourteen-year-old Billy Don Coxsey cur- 
rently holds first place in the TVRC GP Amateur 
points race, so it was no surprise that he took the 
overall win in the class at Spring Valley.

Krause dominates Dirt 
Diggers Hare Scrambles

For the second year in a row, KX500 rider Paul 
Krause took the overall win at the Dirt Diggers 
Winter Hare Hare Scrambles in the Red Moun- 
tain OHV area. 

Nearly 350 riders showed up on a cool, clear, 
and dusty day to race the ninth annual Winter 
Hare, which is the last race of the year in the 
AMA District 37 racing series. The 37-mile sea- 
son finale was laid out over miles and miles of 
virgin bushwhacking terrain with an occasional 
rocky uphill thrown in to make things interest- 
ing 





At the start, Krause and his Kawasaki team- 
mate Dave Ondas led the Expert wave on the 
mile-long uphill bomb run. However, as the 
route narrowed down to one trail, Ondas and 
his Team Green KX500 pulled ahead of Krause 
and third-placed CR500 rider Derrick Palement. 
Ondas continued to lead the high-speed first 
half of the course until he overshot a turn, open- 
ing the door for Krause to pass. 

“I passed Dave about 10 miles out,” said 
Krause. “He blew a turn coming out of a sand 
wash and I was able to make it and take over.” 

As Krause and Ondas battled for the lead, 
the rest of the field followed the blinding dust. 
One rider who had to deal with more dust than 
anticipated was newly crowned number-one 
Open Vet Abe Baumann. 

“I didn’t get a very good start,” Baumann 
said. “I tried out some new goggles and they just 
filled up with dust, making it hard to see. I had 
to stop three times and clear the dust from. my 
eyes and goggles.” 

With Baumann fighting dust, Rob Poznoff 
led the Vet Open Expert class not far behind first 
250ce Expert Charlie Morris. 

Krause finished the first trip around the 37- 
mile loop in just 50 minutes. As he left the pits 
with fresh goggles and a full tank of gas he had 
built up a minute’s lead over second-placed 
Ondas. About a minute behind Ondas, Palement 
was running a strong third. A minute behind 
Palement into the pits was 250cc leader Morris, 
followed by Open Vet leader Poznoff, Open- 
class pilot Paul Schaffer, Vet 250cc leader John 
Rudder, and second 250cc-class rider Jon Parks. 
All of the first eight riders left the pits with a 
one-minute gap separating one from another as 
they ventured out on the second and final dusty 
lap of the course. 

Dust on the second lap proved to be thicker 
because of lapped riders, but not too thick for 
Krause. The Kawasaki/Xtreme/Scotts/Bridge- 
stone-sponsored rider took the checkered flag 
first, finishing the second lap in 54 minutes and 
making the full 74-mile jaunt in less than two 
hours.

Shepp sharp at Redwoods MX

His skills honed by experience, Old-Timer 
Expert racer Joe Shepp wielded his Yamaha like 
a woodsman’s axe as he sliced through the com- 
petition at round three of the “Racing In The 
Redwoods” fall high-point series at the 
Phillipsville MX Track. 

Shepp was one of the over 200 riders who 
braved the rain-soaked track, encouraged no 
doubt by the nearly 1000 spectators on hand. 

Shepp was ready when the starting gate fell 
in moto one of the Old Timers/Veteran-class 
race, but Rod Nordstrum slid into the early lead 
through the first turn. Overnight rains followed 
by a steady morning drizzle kept the track very 
slick in spots, but the wide, multi-lined course 
allowed the racers plenty of “elbow room” to 
slip and slide in, as evidenced by the unfortu- 
nate Shepp, who found the muddy first turn 
offered more action than traction when he slid 
wide to the outside. Veteran racers John Gulyas 
and Phil Rose quickly moved past Shepp and 
proceeded to trade roost and places behind 
Nordstrum. 

Meanwhile, Shepp recovered his groove well 
enough to stay in the top five. The order was 
less decided through the rest of the pack as posi- 
tions changed rapidly during the early going. At 
midrace, Nordstrum had a solid lead, with 
Gulyas, Rose, and Alex Ringer in front of Shepp. 
Despite more slips and spills, the order held 
firm to the checkered flag. 

Rose holeshot moto two with Shepp nipping 
at his heels. Vet Jerry Johnson also gated well to 
place third, followed by Old Timer Experts John 
Cooper and Rod Nordstrum. Improving weath- 
er allowed the sandier track sections to dry 
quickly, making for a much faster and rougher 
track. Shepp found the changing conditions to 
his liking and roosted Rose to take the lead on 
lap four. With first-moto winner Nordstrum 
safely behind him, Shepp had the overall class 
win sewed up, but he nonetheless defended first 
place against a determined Rose for the entire 
final lap. Shepp poured it on to prevail in the 
end, taking the win for both the moto and the 
class overall.
